Mackay, John A. Prentice-Hall 
THE PRESBYTERIAN WAY OF LIFE $3 .50 


If there is anyone who may deservedly be called the "Mr. Presbyterian" of this 
generation, that man is John A. Mackay, author of this interesting exposition of Presby- 
terianism. Having served the Presbyterian Church for sixteen years as a missionary in © 
South America,- Dr. Mackay became a Secretary of the denomination's Board of Foreign 
Missions and later its President. Then he was elected President of Princeton Theological 
Seminary, the oldest and largest seminary of the denomination. Having been steeped in the 
Presbyterian tradition of his native Scotland, Dr. Mackay knows and loves the Presbyterian 
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Church. In this book he deals with the background of the Presbyterian Church in the 
life and work of Calvin and in the Westminster Confession. He characterizes Presby= 
terians as a "theological-concerned people", and illustrates this characterization 
by reference to the Presbyterian doctrines dealing with God, man and the church. He 
describes the organization of the Presbyterian Church, the features of its worship 
and its relation to the world order. While a staunch Presbyterian, Dr. Mackay is 
not a narrow one and in his closing chapter he outlines the part that Presbyterians 
have played and are playing in the ecumenical movement. Those who have had experience 
in interdenominational enterprises know that Presbyterians can always be counted upon 
for cooperation. One reason for this is that the denomination has raised up many men 
of the liberal and progressive spirit of John Mackay.

Rouner, Arthur A., Jr. Prentice-Hall 
THE CONGREGATIONAL WAY OF LIFE $3.50 


This is one of a series of books dealing with the history, beliefs and prac- 
tices of the great religious faiths of America. The author is the pastor of the Eliot 
Congregational Church of Eliot, Mass. and he has produced a book which was the award- 
winning manuscript chosen by the National Association of Congregationalist Churches 
to celebrate: the tercentenary of the Savoy conference in England at which the denom- 
ination had its inception. Mr. Rouner would recall his readers to the principles 
which were enunciated at this Savoy conference held in 1659 and which he believes 
have been more closely adhered to in the Congregationalist churches of England than 
in the American churches of that denomination. "The forgotten heritage", as he calls 
it, is that of a free and independent congregation governing itself as a "gathered 
church". The Congregational Way, Rouner points out, rests not upon the authority of 
bishops or canon laws or creeds, but rather upon Christ's words: "Where two or three 
are gathered together in my name there am I in the midst of them". But the author 
makes no reference to the fact that in the United States the Congregational-Christian 
Church has succeeded the Congregational Church and that an even more comprehensive 
merger is in process of formation. However, the implication of the book is that such 
unions or mergers constitute a deviation from the Congregational Way of life. The 
book has much to say that is helpful about what a local congregation should be and 
do, but little as to what the denomination has done or should be doing. All of which 
is another way of saying that, according to Mr. Rouner the Congregational Way of Life 
is found primarily if not solely in the local congregation.

MAKING THE MINISTRY RELEVANT $3 .95 


Here are seven thought provoking essays diagnosing the sickness of an irrele- 
vant Christian ministry so widely felt today by both the minister and those to whom 
he ministers.

All Protestant ministers will find this 
book extremely helpful, especially those who have been ordained long enough ago to 
have missed this pastoral training which now finds so prominent a place in many 
seminaries.

After a review of the new interpretation of sex in western civilization, brought @ 
on by the ascendency of the naturalistic view of life and the positivism of the modern 
scientist, and pointing to happiness and pleasure as the highest goal of human life, with 
sex the universally available source of happiness, Professor Otto A. Piper recalls his 
readers to a reconsideration of the Biblical view of these matters.

Fortunately, for so great a subject he has written simply and directly, and 
there is no reason why an ordinary layman will not gain much from this book, while the 
Preacher Teacher and Student stand to profit a great deal more.

Calvin's Institutes have pro- 
foundly affected and changed the thinking and behavior of countless men and women since 
they were first published. Dr. Ford Battles, professor of Church History at the Hartford 
Theological Seminary, has done a masterful work in this translation. All libraries must 
have it, and there must be many students who would wish to have their own copy for ready 
reference.
